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NEW REGIME IN IRELAND 


ESTABLISHED 1873 


COLUMBIA 

RECORDS 


The new regime for Ireland has 
now been approved both by the Bri¬ 
tish parliament and by the Dail. Cre¬ 
ation of the Irish free state is pro¬ 
vided for in the treaty signed last 
month in London after prolonged ne¬ 
gotiations for a settlement of the 
Irish problem. Its provisions in sub¬ 
stances are: 

Ireland shall have the same con¬ 
stitutional status in the British em¬ 
pire us the Dominion of Canada, the 
commonwealth of Australia, the Dom¬ 
inion. of New Zealand and the Union 
of South Africa. 

Ireland shall be known officially as 
the Irish Free State, with a parlia¬ 
ment having powers for the govern¬ 
ment of the country, and an executive 
responsible to that government. 

A provisional government is to be 
set up to function until an Irish par¬ 
liament and a government of the Irish 
Free State shall be constituted, but 
not longer than 12 months atlhe out¬ 
side. 

The treaty stipulates that a repre¬ 
sentative of the crown shall be ap¬ 
pointed for Ireland in the same man¬ 
ner as the governor general of Can¬ 
ada. 

Formal ratification of the pact on 
the part of Ireland, it is provided by 
the treaty, shall be at a meeting sum¬ 
moned for the purpose of the mem¬ 
bers elected under the government of 
Ireland act to sit in the house of 
commons of Southern Ireland. These 
members, with a few exceptions are 
the same as those of the Dail Eireann. 

The British parliament approved of 
the treaty last December 16 by adopt¬ 
ing the reply to the speech from the 
throne requesting such approval. 

Various formalities of formal rati¬ 
fication, however, still remain to be 
complied with in order to conform to 
the terms of the document. 

Ireland is given control over all 
government affairs and is entitled to 
an army which shall, however, not be 
larger in proportion to Ireland’s po¬ 
pulation than the British army is to 
the population of Great Britain. 

One of the first steps, by virtue of 
ratification by the Dail, will be the 
withdrawal of the British forces from 
Ireland.

In Ontario 
we presume that some of the candi¬ 
dates signed it, and Miss A. McPhail, 
M.P., is an advocate of the system and 
admits that she herself is bound by it, 
4 *hd if a convention, composed of one 
delegate for each ten members in farm 
and labor organizations by a fifty-five 
per cent, vote, calls for her resigna¬ 
tion she will promptly hand it in. But 
this pre-supposes that Miss McPhail 
represents only the farm and labor 
organizations, and we can easily con¬ 
ceive of a case where a member of 
Parliament might receive more votes 
from outside such organizations than 
from inside, and yet the outsiders 
would be completely ignored in any 
recall. Not only so, but in a constitu¬ 
ency of 30,000 voters with three can¬ 
didates, the successful one might poll 
only 10,001 votes, while his combined 
opponents would pull 19,999, and yet 
the only “recall” which would be ac¬ 
knowledged would be possibly a frac¬ 
tion of that 10,001 votes. Such a sys¬ 
tem has not taken very firm root with 
us as yet/ and it will have to demon¬ 
strate /its value more clearly than it 
Tias^mtherto to command even the 
members of the Progressive party.

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COLONIZING SCHEME 


PRINTS PRINTS 


A cable from London this week 
stated that the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way Company had made arrangements 
for a big colonization scheme for Can¬ 
ada for which the sum of $20,000,000 
had been appropriated in an effort to 
bring out to this country 100,000 im¬ 
migrants. Inquiry at the head office 
of the Company here failed to secure 
any confirmation of the truth of the 
despatch, and it would appear that 
the news was at least premature. It 
is known, however, that the Company 
for many months past has been pre¬ 
pared to launch an immigration policy 
on an entirely new basis, and that 
whatever delay there has been in 
bringing it into operation has been 
due chiefly to the failure of the gov¬ 
ernment at Ottawa to formulate its 
own policy, and make known the re¬ 
gulations that will govern immigra¬ 
tion to Canada in the future. The 
hope is entertained that the incoming 
government will take hold of this sub¬ 
ject at a very early date. 

A radical change must take place 
in connection with immigration. It is, 
true here, as in so many other spheres 
that “the old order changeth, giving 
place to new." And in none other 
more, probably, than in immigration. 
That is where the significance of a 
big sum such as has been mentioned 
in connection with C.P.R. plan comes 
in. It will cost money to bring im- 
1 migrants to Canada. For they cannot 
! afford to come unaided, that is large 
numbers of the most desirable. That 
is one result of the war. In the 
Golden Age of Immigration in Can¬ 
ada under Sir Clifford Sifton they 
j Hocked here by hundreds of thou- 
, sands. Credit is due the Minister for 
1 making the advantages of Canada 
widely known in Europe, but practi¬ 
cally no financial help was needed. 
Now this is essential, and if the fig¬ 
ures mentioned are correct the C.P.R. 
plan would allow for $200 per person, 
j or $1,000 for a family of five. This, 
then, would appear to be the begin¬ 
ning of an almost gigantic scheme of 
this great colonizing railway help 
poeple the lands of Western Canada 
with tenant farmers and agricultural i 
laborers; pay their way out, carry 
them to the West, make at least the 
first payment on farm land, advance 
them cash to carry them through the 
winter, provide them with seed grain, 
and generally to support them until 
in two, three or four years they may 
be able to reverse the process, and 
start paying back making a return to 
the corporation that enabled them to 
make the change to become citizens of 
Canada. 

A similar policy will be forced upon 
tl\p government: the war depleted the 
savings accounts that existed for 
prospective immigrants in pre-war 
dayc: now they must be assisted fi¬ 
nancially and supported for several 
years in a large proportion of cases, 
j. T|his must be the new immigration 
policy; this is u policy the C.P.R. has 
studied, and it is understood, adopted.

Trunk Pacific bonds to the amount of 
$33,116,000 purchased by the Domin¬ 
ion government and of course hardly 
subject to the guarantee. 

At the same date the total capital of 
electric railways—chiefly urban street 
railways—was $171,894,666, of which 
$78,852,188 was in the funded debt. 


An estimate of the funded debt of 
Canadian railways gives the total at 
$1,250,000,000, which includes a little 
more than $260,000,000 of the consoli¬ 
dated debenture stock of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway. Of these bonds 
$200,000,000 bear the guarantee of 
the Dominion of Canada and about 
$215,000,000 have been guaranteed by 
the various provincial governments. 
In addition the electric railways of 
Canada have an outstanding funded 
debt of $76,000,000. 

The last year for which definite fig¬ 
ures have been finally tabulated was 
the year ending June 30, 1919. At 
that date the steam railways of Can¬ 
ada had a capitalization of $2,009,209,- 
610 of which $216,284,882 was in the 
consolidated debenture stock of the 
C.P.R. and $914,823,615 was in the 
funded debt of the various lines. 

The total amount of bond guaran¬ 
tees by the Dominion and provincial 
government was $406,588,992 as fol¬ 
lows:
